S t NATE. 


Saturday, February 26,1887. 
The Senate met at 10 o’clock a. m., the Presi­ 
dent iu the chair. 
A message was received from the Assembly 
reporting the passage of a. B. No. is. relating to 
jute monufaeure »m*l convict labor iu the Slate 
Prison at San Quentin. 
On motion of Cl «nio. the bill was read the 
liret lime. He then moved to make the bill the 
special order for Monday afternoon, in place of 
the Senate bill on the same subject 
So ordered- 
Several committee reports on mileage, at­ 
taches. etc., were presented aud adopted. 
Senator White introduced A. B. No. *207, nj>- 
propriating825.00U to provide for a deficiency in 
the appropriation for the support of the State 
Uric bug Ofliee for the fiscal year ending June 
30. 1887. 
HeTsioved the bill be considered a case of 
urgency, read three times and placed on its 
passage. Ho ordered. 
The Committee on Constitutional 
Amend­ 
ments repot tea back without recommendation 
a . c A. Nos. 17, l ; and 2. Also S. B. hos. 210, 
221, :»24, fi aud 276. 
Clunic moved that A. B. 67, relating to hours 
of labor of street-car drivers and gripmeu be 
made the special order for Monday next at 11 
A . M 
Yroom&n intro<luced (by consent) a b ll pro­ 
viding that any constitutional amendments 
that may be adopted at the present session be 
submitted at a special election to be cal let! by 
the Governor for the 12th day of April, 1887. 
|The bill provides that such amendments shall 
be advertised in four newspapers.] 
On motion of Yro »nmu, the bill was read the 
first time and placed at the head or the special 
file. 
>. B 
10, y roviding for fhe cnmt lotion of pub­ 
lic buiMings in incorporated cities [intended 
• specially to push along the San Francisco City 
Hall]. Bead third time and T-assed, 
At 11:151lie Senate took u p the special order— 
the W aliath debris dam bill. 
Clunie moved to amend Section 1 by providing 
that no dums shall be erected which, if carried 
away in whole or in part, shall aifect naviga­ 
tion. 
lie said the friends of the bill claimed 
they did m>t wish to interfere with the naviga­ 
tion of the rivers, aud if they ate siueere they 
shouhl be willing tu accept an amendment of 
this kind. 
Chandler supported the amendment. He re- 
feried to the fact that the State entered into a 
compact with the Government to keep the nav­ 
igable rivers intact, and wished to kn nv why 
any person should ask permission to erect dams 
that might imperil navigation. 
C'awinetti said they could not guarantee that 
some evil-minded person would not go lip into 
the mountains and blow un the dams with dy­ 
namite. 
Clunie said the valley people would take all 
such chances as that arid confine the liability to 
destruction of the dam to natural causes. They 
should not be asked to do this, but would agree 
to it in order to remove that objection urged by 
the friends of the bill. 
Caminetti said the entire amendment was 
open to objection. 
Joues said the proposed amendment would 
make the bill inoperative. 
The friends of the 
bill do not want it in, and the opponents do. 
Let us come to a vote and settle t:.e question. 
Abbott said that under the proposed amend­ 
ment injunctions might be imp.->» d that would 
prevent the construction of any dsn*. 
Gesford was surprised at the attitude of those 
representing the bulraulic* mining interests. 
They sjv they wai t to do what is lair, and it .*-<». 
they should acced * to an amendment of this 
kind. Hmuething had been said regarding the 
possibility of ai. earthquake shattering these 
dam-*. • Now, we should guard agaiust even 
earthquakes. This State premised the Govern­ 
ment i<* protect the navigability ot the streams, 
and it is her duty to do so. Every possible safe­ 
guard should be thrown around any works iliat 
may te erected in llie mountain canyons. 
( lunie again spoke vigorously in behalf of his 
amendment, dem anding that the property of 
the people living in toe valley be protected 
from the danger with which hydraulic mining 
threatens. This city of Sacramento has expended 
mini »ns of dollars to protect itself from the de­ 
bris flow from the hydraulic mines, and just 
now she sees a faint ray of light breaking 
through the e-ouds that have obscured her hor­ 
izon. He begged the Henate to do justice to a 
long-suffe ing people in its action on ibis amend- 
men 1. 
The previous question being demanded, the 
Senate, by a vote of 18 ayes to 22 nocs, defeated 
the amendment. Kecess. 
A fternoon Session. 
On reassembling the Senate resumed consid­ 
eration of the bill. 
While moved to amend section one by pro­ 
viding that no’dams shall be erected that snail 
endanger or m aterially affect the navigability 
ol the river-*. 
The amendment was unsnimously adopted. 
Bowers moved that the bill be referred to a 
special commi tee of four (two on each side), 
to consult as to proposed amendments and’re­ 
port it back at the earliest opportunity. 
C’luuie moved to amend by making the com- 
raitee eousist of two—Senators Chandler aud 
Caminetti. 
Lenahan moved to amend bv substituting 
Ciunle for Chandler. The latter, he said, is a 
farmer, and a lawyer should bo selected to coin* 
with a lawyer dke Camiuetti. 
( handler indo.sod the proposition of Len­ 
ahan. 
Cluuie in id that two lawyers could never agree 
U]H»n anything. 
The Chair (Senator White) suggested that per­ 
haps a lawyer aud a doctor might be able to 
cope with the monster. 
Finally the bill was passed on fi'e, in order to 
enable those interest! d on either side ot the 
qiies ion to consult us to proposed amendm. nts. 
The Senate then took up the bill appropriat­ 
ing flu,t4K> to enable the State Board of Health 
to prevent the introduction of dangerous and 
infectious di-eases. '1 lie bill w .s passed 
s 15. l'.M, appropriarii g SGn.nuu ’ for the pur­ 
chase of udduio- ai jute machinery and the 
manufacture of jute go ds at Hau Quentin, was 
taken up. 
Abbott said the Directors of the Prison were 
real I v not in favor ol this large appropriation. 
An increase of the jute plant is not necessary. 
The bill was intnxiueed in compliance with a 
general dem and from some quarters to do away 
with convi» t labor iu other branches. The sasfi 
ami door factory is a paying department at the 
prison a tul should be tostered. 
Mu’phv favored t o bi 11. It was true the sash 
frnd blind tactory had made some money, but 
the jute plant • ouid be incieased so as to return 
a profit ot $60,00) a year. 
Jones thought tin» prison could get along 
without the additional jute machinery. * 
- 
Bfjggs thought it would not be wise to close 
the rash and blind faetón’ now, but it would be 
three or four years anyhow befo e the addi­ 
tional jute plant could be mad * available. The 
Directors had already elorcd down the harness 
factory, b-ie¡¿-making, the furniture factory, 
aud other depa tu.ents that were profitable, so 
us uot t » allow convict labor to clash with free 
lab r. lie explained the >ituation and the pos* 
sibilitivs of the jute faetorv at length. , 
The deb .te was continued at s me length by 
Messrs. (.'lunie, Gesford, Abbo.t, Boggs am! 
others. 
Bow <»rs «aid he was tired of all this stuff about 
“ ire • labor.” The opposition to ptofi able eon- 
vlct labor came from u small element. We had 
shut up the harness shop, which was making 
money at the prison, and yet the st *rcs of the 
S ta tu 'oil* filled with cheap goods mude in the 
prisons of the Kasl. The prisons are sunportcd 
by taxes upon the lands of the State, and not by 
the few iu Sau Francisco who prate so loudly 
about convict labor. 
The e •nviets vs. free labor bugaboo has broke 
in afresh upon theSeun'c, and a number of Hen- 
«t.- s wer i given an opportunity to place them­ 
selves on record as supporting their party plat­ 
forms.

Caminetti said the committee -ha 1 agreed 
noon certain am. mini -nts and disagreed as to 
otners. Th**se agreed t«* would be first offered. 
These am endm eirs were quite numerous »n*i 
some of them long, and were M*ver-illy adopted. 
Pending the <•<>*.si eration of olh* r amend- 
men 
the Senate took a recess until 7:3»j p. m. 
E vening Sc-siun. 
The Senate rea sezaLled at 7:30, the President 
iu the chair. 
There beit g s 'vcral absentees, a call of the 
Senate v. as ••idered. and after a delay ot npw*'»rd 
of ha f an hour, d u n e moved that the roil be 
called, and gs eaeli Senator’s nam e was ea led 
he be permitted to take u ¡ one bill for consider­ 
ation. 
1 he motion was opposed byW alnth, Ab!>ott 
and t'axnineiti, and i*h«udler sp*»ke in i s favor. 
Tu ere were, he sa d, a Targe number of import­ 
ant bills that should t»e- hcíc.í or, in? ;' id of 
staying up all night with th« debris d uu bill. 
Moffftt moved t«* aroe d by limiting cash 
Sen tor to one of his own bilis. 
ALb*ott moved as a substituía that the Senate 
proceed with .the debris-dam bill.

A wrangle ensued, and Walrath withdrew his I 
m it ion. 
Cluuie hoped that Moflitt’s motion would not 
earn . There are a large num ber of uihcud- 
inenLs to be offered to the debris-uam bill, aud 
they could not ?»o considered iu one evening 
By taking up these bills and disposing of them 
they can be sent to the Assembly and many oí 
them enacted into laws. But a few days more 
remain, and if some oí the important bills on 
the fileare not disposed of at once they will die 
natural deaths. 
Caminetti consumed his five minutes in a bit­ 
ter denunciation of the action of those who op­ 
posed proceeding with the debris bill. 
The debath on the several ixfints at issue con­ 
tinued until 9 o’clock, when the roll was called 
on MoflUt’s amendment to Clunie’s motion. 
Lost. 
Clunie s motion was then voted on and lest— 
ayes 19, noes 17 [a three-fifths vote being re­ 
quired. 
The Senate then proceeded with the consid­ 
eration of the debris dam bill. 
Chandler offered an amendment providing 
that no dam corporation shall bo allowed to sell 
out to any irresponsible or impecunious parties 
for tiie sake cf shirking their responsibility in 
the matter. 
Clunie demanded that s.-ine such safe-guarel 
be incorporated ia the till. The measure, he 
said, was one of the mo t iniquitous evers -tight 
to be imt>osed upon h free people. Those whose 
rights it imperiled demand that somebody must 
be responsible tor any destruction that may fol­ 
low the construction of such dams. 
Jones said that the argument came with poor 
grace from the anti-debris side, since the sen­ 
ator from Sacramento had already declared he 
was against the bill in any form. ’ 
Drav replied that while he had been in favor 
of admitting but one amendment—to strike out 
the enacting clause—he would support such an 
amendment as that offered by the Senator from 
Sutter. 
The valiey people demanded this pro­ 
tection. 
Walrath denied a statement included in 
Dray’s remarks concerning the employmer.t of 
Chinese in the hydraulic mines. He said m>du* 
Chinese were engaged on their own account in 
hydraulicking near Dutch Flat, hut, asa repre­ 
sentative miner, he could say that it was an in­ 
justice to his people to so charge. 
Bowers moved the previous question. Lost. 
Dray replied to Walrath that it was proven 
over and over again that hydraulic m ining cor­ 
porations have largely employed Chinese in 
their mines. This was show u by the te timony 
given in the Gt*ld Run case, aud’ i« a mutter of 
record. The amendment offered by Cnandlcr 
was needed t*» at least partially protect the peo­ 
ple whose rights are «cuelu to be invaded. 
Rose .«*aid ii could not be justly said the farm­ 
ers have any ill-feeling against the miner-, for 
they know that* the mines would suptly a 
market for their products. Already great dam ­ 
age has been done by hyilratilic’mining, and 
these amendments asked by the valiey people, 
in the interest of protection, certainly come in 
good faith. It is the hydraulic-miriing repre­ 
sentatives who are in the position to ask favors, 
and they should be willing to concede some­ 
thing to those who feel they are endangered. 
Jones said the friends of the bill would not 
vote for it with the Chandlct amendment. 
Gesford said he would like to have* the friends 
of the bill explain what there was in the 
amendment to make it objectiona'de. The pc - 
pie threatened by mining debris -imply wan ed 
protection such as the amendment afforded. He 
did not want the people in Yolo county, along 
the banks of the Sacramento rever, to say to him 
that he had voted for a provision in a bill to al­ 
low hydraulic mining to continue and cover up 
their farms and homsteads with slickens. If 
this hid is to pass, it thould c iPain some pro­ 
tection for the valley people from possible aud 
probable emergencies. 
llull -aid he had promised his people to vote 
for any measure in the interest of tin* hydraulic' 
miners of Haeer county, uud should cany out 
his promise. 
Chandler said the owners of the hydraulic 
mines were skillkiug through the country and 
had turned their mines over to hundreds of Chi­ 
nese, as can be seen ubout Dutch Flat Placer 
county. It was to prevent these hydraulic 
miners front abandoning their dams to irrespon­ 
sible parties that lie offered the amendment, 
lie represen ted both hydraulic miners and agri­ 
culturists, but could n o t‘carry water on both 
shoulders. Where is the man so pusillanimous 
that he will not stand up in defense of his home 
- the home of his wife and his children—and, 
if possible, protect it from destruction ? If one 
of these proposed dams should break in a moun­ 
tain canyon on the Yuba river, the city of Ma­ 
rysville would be ruined and hundreds’of lives 
destroyed. 
The roll was called on Chandler’s amendment, 
with the following result:

Clunie moved to amend section5 by providing 
that all stockholders and directors enjoying the 
provisions of this Act shall be bona fide resi­ 
dents and electors of this State. 
The question of the constitutionality of the 
provision being raised. Clunie replied that the 
State has entire control of a'l corporations 
formed under its laws. The object was to pre­ 
vent foreign capitalists from owning aud con­ 
trolling these mines. He appealed to the Sena­ 
tors Irom San Francisco, who claim to represent 
laboring men, to stand up in the interest of 
their con-tituents. and vote to prevent foreign 
residents from running their mines w ith dummy 
stockholders and Chinese la*>orers. This bi l is an 
onslaught upon the vital interests of this S ate. 
It is opposed by peop'e who are begging ( 1 us 
to come to their protection and s *.ve them from 
being submerged byslickens from the hydraulic 
mines. 
The roll was called on the amendment, with 
the following result :

The old foremen formerly cm ployed 
by them are now employed by the Prison Di­ 
rectors. This at least gives ground for the sus­ 
picion that their employment is at the instance 
«>f the former contractors, who now buy the ar­ 
ticles at the schedule price or pay a stated price 
per piece for the manufacturing of them, which 
price, it would seem, is fixcu largely by the 
sanio employes who arc there placed as arbiters 
between* the .Mate and t he purchaser. Consider­ 
ing all the circumstances, it Is somewhat doubt­ 
ful where tlicir allegiance must seem to them 
to belong. Your committee advise that no one 
dealer may enjoy a monopoly of the goods.” 
(Report Assembly Committee on Prisons, Feb­ 
ruary’24, 1833. Assembly Journal, Twenty-filth 
Session, page 436) California Door Company 
owns the machinery. All orders received nave 
been from the company owning the machinery. 
The California Furniture Company is the only 
dealer who has beeu supplied. (Ibid 133.) 
Whereas, The report of the Prison Directors 
for the year l&sfi «hows tf at the < aüfornia Door 
Company virtually runs the Hun Quentin ITis »n 
and so controlled the production for the l-st 
fiscal year as to cause a loss to the State of

pp. 17 aud 18”]; and, whereas, no report is 
obtainable showing’ the price received by the 
State for each piece of manufactured product as 
doors, sash or blinds, or furniture, or per foot fbr 
stone, which gives every opportunity lbrlraudu- 
lent collusion between Ptateofllccis ar.dthe con­ 
tractor.--, to the los* of the .State; aud. whereas, 
there are no attainable itemized expenditures ot 
the Board <»f Directors, trough they receive an 
average of $100 or upwards per month for per­ 
sonal expenses and draw i he same from the War­ 
den of the prison: and. whereas,one of the Prison 
i irectors has procured his election to the Sen­ 
ate. and i-» very a« tively interested in the legis­ 
lation relative to the prisons. And another of 
the Prison Directors is the Secretary of state 
und a member of tlie State Board pf Kxamin* rs. 
mid serves as sucli Secretary and Prison Dir* etor 
at the same tim**. And another of the Prison 
Directors is the Secrexiry of a Bcuologfcal Com­ 
mission, receiving a salary therefor: and. where­ 
as; Prison Directors have been engaged with 
pfisou contractors actively lobbying during the 
present session of the 7*egislattire in reference 
to proposed legislation affecting the prisons; 
and. whereas, at a meetieg at Fan Quentin of 
the Prison Directors «luring the year 1886, one of 
the Directors protested against the eontinued 
practice of approving without examination ot 
accounts aggregating from sixty to s venty 
thousand «Mhirs per quarter.

It was found that the appropriation for the 
salary of the .Secretary oi the Yosemite Val­ 
ley Commission had been left in the gener­ 
al’ appropriation bill ms originally printed 
at ?4.‘0 », although this sum hud been re­ 
duced in the committee to 52,000. It was 
ul-o 
discovered 
hat 
the 
report 
of 
the 
Committee of the Wbule was incorrectly printed 
in the Journal, ma-inwdi as it made no mention 
ot this very impOrtam* reduction. There was 
considerable comment on this becatise of the 
efforts made by Dr. May to have the salary fixed 
nt tlie original figure. The Journal and the bill 
were corrected in this ami another minor par­ 
ticular, and the bill again sent to the printer 
aud the engrossing clerk. It came back in about 
two hours and was then finally passed aud sent 
to tlie Senito. 
JJrierly was quite indignaut at what lie con­ 
sidered a deliberu’e «tte ept to defeat the will 
of the people, and offere<l a resolution to the 
effect that a committee oi three be appointed 
by the Speaker to investigate the errors in the 
journal and the faulty engrossment. The reso­ 
lution wasndop*cd, and the speaker M»(*oirited 
as such committee Messrs. Briefly, biins and 
Mathews of i'ebama. 
COUNTY PRINTING. 
The substitute county and town government 
bill. prepare«l by the Committee on (.’ untv anti 
Town Government 
under direction oi the 
House, contained a e’ause t«* which W riiht t.f 
Stanislaus took exception. This provides that 
the countv printing and advertising shall be 
giVtn to the lowest bidder. At present such 
work is given by th- Super visors in tlie counties 
concerue*! to any party they may «lecide uron 
at an agreed rate. Wright at first argued that 
this provision would injure the small couut y 
newspapers that «Ivpei.d up«»n the county ad- 
verti-ing tor supjx'rt. When other members 
expnssed the •* ini. n that newspaper men 
eon «1 take care of themselves. Wright said Unit 
the joker in the clause i* that it will p* rmit the 
tbrmvtiou of combinations t«> isis* rates. He 
understood that it had been im eitcd at the iu- 
htanee of certain editors. 
Wright’s mot on to strike out was almost 
utmuimou-ly voted down.

Tne bill is virtually killed. 
Several proposed constitutional amendments 
were withurawri e.ud siu’.e pn>s«.*«.l upon the fi e. 
ti’.tr** not being votes enough pn >eut to pass 
them. 
Allen. Henry’s opium bdl, which lias caused 
Senator MoflUl rau«*ii .anguish, and Clerk Milita 
no end of troui»le, besid- s smirching its author, 
was read a th*rd time and passed unaniniouslv. 
The following bills were pn>sed: Rucker's 
Mil. providing tor the government and m anage­ 
ment of the California Horn;* f*»r the <’.irc and 
Training of Fceb e-mindt«l ChfMren; McDon­ 
nell’s bill, amending Sec»ion 851 of the Muni­ 
cipal Corporations A«-t. rclytiug to the town of 
Sonoma; Henley’s bill (12»ji. amending the 
charter of Chico; Butler’s bill (177*. aun ruling 
Section 978 of the Cotie of Civil Pro«*edure re­ 
lative to attachm ents: Boat’s bill (199), am end­ 
ing Section lhif* ot the Beual Cole relating t»> 
forming juri*- in criminal Courts: Coombs' p-o- 
posi tl ameiidwieiito to McDOi.ncll’s I*ill, No. 124, 
relative to fish and game, the qffl-et of which is 
to prevent Chinamen from catching small ft*h 
in streams in tne 8* ate, ami to permit the re 
tricving of deer after they have been wounded. 
A number of bills were read on tlie first aud 
second reading file, while many which were 
on their third reading were passed at the re- 
qucst of their author--, who were not willing to 
risk them when so few were present. Tlie even­ 
ing fcesston lasted until after 10 o’clock.

The Senate Las passed Assembly bill No. 
12 (known as the W right-Abbott irrigation 
bill), providing for the organization and 
government of irrigation districts, and to 
provide for the organization and distribu­ 
tion of waters thereby for irrigation pur­ 
poses. 
This bill was specially championed 
in 4he Senate by Abbott, of Contra Costa, 
and in the Assembly by W right, of Stan­ 
islaus. The bill was carefully considered 
by the Joint Committees of the Senate and 
Assembly on Irrigation and W ater Rights, 
and was so amended as to harmonize the 
various conflicting views, which, in the 
ii_ht of the tri1 illations of tlie test two ses­ 
sions of thy Legislature, would seem to 
have been an impossibility. 
W hen the 
bill came np in llie Senate on its passage, 
there was not a dissenting v«>ice. 
Ripari- 
anis’8 and appropriatora all voted f«>r it. 
The measure may be regarded as the tiret 
real step i.i the direction of settling the 
much-vexed problem of how to utilize the 
waters of tire State to the greatest benefit of 
the ereatest num ber. The authors of the 
bill, Messrs. W right and Abbott, have re­ 
ceived m any congratulations upon the suc­ 
cess of the bid, and when it passed the 
Senate therfe was the unusual spectacle of 
grave an d reverend Senators loudly ap­ 
plauding.

A BILL TO INJURE LABOR. 


Tbe stamp and label bill has passed and 
goes to the Governor. 
In the interest of 
labor it is to be hoped he will decline to 
approve it. 
The bill has hut one excuse:, 
the disclosure under its operation of the 
identity of Chinese manufactures. 
But its 
objectionable features are so many and 
great, as to wholly counterbalance this, 
and make it a bill full of danger to labor 
interests. 
To com[>eI all manufacturers to 
stam p or label their goods, and all who 
sell them to expose the stam p or label, is 
to handicap manufacturing, cut short the 
opportunities to secure employment, and 
th u s directly visit ill upon the laboring 
class. 
A sweeping objection to the bill is 
th e inconvenience to which it will subject 
all manufacturers, since it makes and 
can 
make no exceptions. 
It requires 
every m aker of “any articles manufactured 
p artly or wholly within the State, to stamp 
th e same with the names of the persons or 
corporations who made or partly made 
them , and w ith the num ber of the build­ 
ing, if on a street, and the name of the 
street or road. 
And when the articles can­ 
not be so stam[»ed, the package or cover 
m ust lie stamped or lalieled.’’ Jn the case of 
sm all canners,obedience 1o the law w illshut 
up more than half, if not all of them. The 
large canners will he alwolutely estopped 
from purchasing the goods of small and 
one-line canners, and tints a host of small 
industries will be deprived of th eir best 
customers, and in consequenoe must cease 
to manufacture. 
Such a result will lie felt 
imm ediately bv small fruit-growers, who 
supply the small eanner, and cannot as 
well, if at all, reach the large canners. Our 
export is m ainly to large dealers, wlio will 
not take m ixed brands. 
They must have 
full lines, and will not deal with small and 
one-line packers of fruit or fish, even were 
such manufacturers always able to reach 
them and m aintain a commercial standing 
for their brands. 
These observations apply 
w ith 
especial 
force 
to 
canners 
and 
packers of prunes, íaisins, dried fruits, 
and salmon. 
Ninety per cent, of all 
th e fish and fruit canned in California goes 
to answer demands outside of this State, 
and in markets where the identification 
sought to be established will be of no prac­ 
tical benefit wiiatever to the manufactur­ 
ers. 
The packer of limited means gets his 
product into the outside m arkets by not 
labeling, thus enabling the larger manu­ 
facturers to take their goods as fast as put 
ujx, to fill the commercial demand for full 
lines. The small dealer Is thereby supplied 
hv rapid sales with means to carry on his 
industry. 
If required to label his goods, 
he must needs stand alone upon the m ar­ 
ket and compete with the heavier dealers, 
w ith whom only the m arket world will 
deal. 
To do this he must l>e hacked by 
capital sufficient to pack throughout the 
season * and to carry stock over. 
T his is 
not jxissible to the great majority, and they 
■would, therefore, l»c reduced by the opera­ 
tion of the bill, and the raisers of fruit 
would 1* driven to sock distant and less 
advantageous places of sale for their prod­ 
ucts. 
T he large canncr or dealer buys for 
his full liucs whenever he can procure the 
goods. 
H e grades them according to qual­ 
ity, completes his varieties, and thus re­ 
sponds to the Eastern demand. 
But with 
th e sm all m anufacturer’s laliel on the 
goods he neither would nor could do this, 
for the .reason that the Eastern market 
will not subm it to it. 
It demands uni­ 
form ity in brands, for it is the guarantee 
>if excellence. 
However viewed, the ten­ 
dency of the bill under consideration is to 
reduce the consumption of 
California 
products abroad ; th at in turn will lessen 
th e dem and for lalo r in actual packing, 
narrow the m anufacture of cans and jars 
to carry the products, lessen the ability of 
sm all growers, reduce the margin of profit­ 
able fruit-growing, and so affect at once 
and injuriously several distinct and large 
representative classes of lalior, and operate 
to no small extent in depreciating the 
value of fruit lands, since it is always d .- 
term ined by the productiveness and the 
best m arket 
for the 
product. 
More­ 
over, 
the 
tendency 
of 
the 
hill 
■will 
be 
to 
concentrate 
the 
packing, 
canning ami curing business in the hands 
o f a few large firms and corporations, 
backed by much capital, and consumers 
w ill therefore suffer by reason of the mo­ 
nopolization of the business. 
Instead of 
being a hill in the in tore-1 of labor, and 
■“ to protect m anufacturing industries,” it 
should be entitled a bill to crush small 
m anufacturing, cripple fruit-growing, mo­ 
nopolize the canning hits'ness, and handi­ 
cap the California export of preserved 
fruits and fish. 
Títere are other objec­ 
tions to the measure, for it will work hard­ 
ships upon other industries than those 
nam ed ; but its effort tijion them is alone 
sufficient to challenge its wisdom and call 
for its condemnation. 


GENERAL WOLSELEY’S OFINION. 


T h e dispatches m o u n t an interview 
had on Saturday with General Wolseley 
a t London, in which th at distinguished 
soldier and statesman expressed the belief 
■that Europe is ujion the eve of “ a vast 


and appalling war.” 
The reason given for 
this somber forecast is the rapidly-increas­ 
ing armaments of the Powers and the ex­ 
traordinary efforts they are m aking to 
strengthen their m ilitary arms. 
Lord 
Wolseley is a practical observer; he lias 
felt the pulse of Europe many years and 
knows what vast m ilitary preparations 
usually imply. 
H e believes that nations 
do not arm in haste and to extraordinary 
extent except in anticipation 
of con­ 
flict, and among monarchies the fear of 
war tends to invite and eventually precipi­ 
tates it. 
< ieneral Wolseley places the 
opening of war in the near future, and the 
contingency upon which it depends, the 
will of Prince Bismarck—th at is, lie be­ 
lieves the German Prem ier alone “ knows” 
w hether it will corae this summer or later. 
H e must, therefore, base his statem ent 
upon faith in Bismarck’s power to avert or 
precipitate the war. 
I t is possible that 
the General takes too dark a view of the 
situation, for it is by no means certain th at 
the G erm m Prem ier desires a European 
war. 
Indeed, the indications now point 
to a desire on the part of his Government 
to avoid it, and interpret its m ilitary pre­ 
parations as rather precautionary than 
offensive. 
Certainly the French people 
look upon Bismarck’s trium ph in the re­ 
cent elections as tending to avert a conflict, 
and th e dispatches assure us that the news 
of the [«olitical victory evoked in Paris 
and vicinity the most open and warm ex­ 
pressions of gratification and non-belief in 
the liability of war. 
T hat election was a 
m atter of Eurojiean is well as local con­ 
cern. 
T hat Bismarck was without con­ 
cealment intim idating voters, and coercing 
them to his will, made very little diflor 
ence 
to 
European 
observers. 
De­ 
spite 
the coercive 
methods employed, 
the vote, 
it 
is agreed, 
did 
express 
the desire of the Germ an jieople for peace. 
The trium ph of the opposition was very 
well understood to mean hostilities, for 
the Prince would have plunged Germany 
in war at once rather than yield his 
]K)int—the increase of the army and its 
general improvem ent for seven years to 
come. 
Nevertheless, as nothing involving 
armed conflict is impossible in Europe, the 
forecast of General Wolseley may not he 
too gloomy. 
Bismarck is old and fretful, 
and more self-willed than ever. 
H e may 
supplement his political trium ph with 
such a policy as to involve Europe in war. 
A ustria is dependent tijion him for her 
action; Russia will think twice before 
moving w ithout consultation w ith h im ; 
Italy has no will of her own in the m at­ 
ter, except to join in the assault if di­ 
rected against France. So, we say, General 
Wolseley may lie right in expecting war 
in Europe very early. 
But it should he 
remembered th at history gives examples 
in plenty of war averted by m ilitary prep­ 
aration. 
It is never a tem ptation to a na­ 
tion to assail another th at has shotted its 
guns and stands with its hand upon the 
sword. 
Forearm ing causes an opponent to 
pause before he measures strength with 
the one he would assail. 
As we have said, 
the decision in favor of the septennate pro­ 
voked the feeling in France th at peace 
was assured. 
T his was, of course, based 
upon the belief th at the Government 
would not assault in the face of prepara­ 
tion by its enemy. 


8 a n D ikc.o has resolved to bond the city 
credit for $400,000 in order to secure the 
construction of proper sewers and drains. 
Colonel George E. W aring, Jr., the emi­ 
nent sanitary engineer, who won fame in 
planning an improved sewer system for 
Paris, is to lie employed to devise a sys­ 
tem for our most southern city. 
W hile 
the saddling of new debt upon a m unici­ 
pality is always a m atter serious concern’ 
and is to lie entered upon only after the 
mast careful consideration, the resolution 
to establish a proper system of drainage 
now, when it may he most easily done, is 
commendable. 
If San Diego should neg­ 
lect the m atter for seven or eight years 
longer, the cost of a necessary system would 
he very much larger than now, and the 
work of construction doubly difficult. 
It 
is gratifying to find one California city 
about to adopt the best sanitary system, 
and refusing to put up with prim itive 
methods and make-shifts. 
She will lie 
gainer by the operation ; she will enhance 
real estate value, make the city more de­ 
sirable as a place of residence, and, w hat is 
better than all else, will insure exemption 
for her people from the ills th at attach to 
nearly all other California towns and cit­ 
ies as a difect result of defective methods 
for the carriage and disposal of sewerage.

T h e dispatches give sketches ot many 
narratives by well-known people, of their 
experiences in the great M editerranean 
earthquake. 
They 
arc 
all 
dramatic, 
thrilling,and tell of hair-breadth escapes, of 
scenes of ruin, death and great suffering 
They are rem arkable in their concurrence 
on one p o in t; not one of the narrators 
will confess that he or she felt fear; on the 
contrary, they take special pains to protest 
that they were “ not the least hit fright­ 
ened.” 
T his protest may he conceded to 
their vanity, but no one believes it to b e 
true. 
No person who has ordinary sensi­ 
tiveness can experience a great earthquake 
and not feel fear. In saying this cowardice 
is not implied, hut the physical efforts of a 
great upheaval of the earth, and the rock­ 
ing and quaking of the ground under the 
influence o f some unknown force is invari­ 
ably productive of terror. 
The sensation 
gives birth to fear for one's safety, fear of 
danger to limbs and body, fear of inipend- 
ing awful pain, and of h?ing crushed and 
m utilated. 
W hoever in an earthquake 
does not experience fear, such as m ove3 
men to seek safety ; to ward off threatened 
i l l ; is less than human. 


T h e r e is yet tim e for the Legislature 
to take up and pass the anti-lottery-adver­ 
tising and ticket-selling amendment pro­ 
posed to the I’enal Code. 
I t is the one 
bill of all now pending in the Legislature, 
against which not aDewspaper in the State 
has lifted its voice. 
W hy then should the 
members decline to make it law ? 
The 
very agencies to be most affected make no 
pro test; it is in direct line with the m an­ 
date of the Constitution ; it simply makes 
more explicit and clear laws upon the stat­ 
ute hooks; it is in the interest of decency, 
m orality and the good of the whole pub­ 
lic.

A knife having been drawn through her 
hand. H e questioned Vanina, but the lat­ 
ter could not give any positive information, 
as she had not told him, he said, lie came 
home a short tim e before and found the 
door locked, but could hear voices inside. 
H e called for adm ittance and the woman 
responded, ‘‘That’s all right,” opened the 
door and threw herself into his arm9. 
A 
man whom he recognized as Louis Ver- 
heyen was in the house at the time, but 
immediately took his departure w ithout 
saying anything. Officer Farren learned 
that Verheyen bad gone to the river, near 
by, and washed his hands, then walked to­ 
ward the old m outh of the American river, 
where the dredger was lying last fall, and 
got a Chinaman to set him across the 
stream in a boat. T hat was the last seen 
of him . 
Returning to the house, Farren 
insisted upon the unfortunate woman's 
telling him the particulars of the assault 
upon her, but she refused, saying, “I’ll tell 
you something by and by.” 
Subsequently 
she was prevailed upon to tell where the 
weapon was with which the wound had 
been inflicted, and the officer found it to be

H e then urged her to tell him nsore, but 
she declined, except that in coarse of time 
she adm itted that it was Verheyen 'who 
stabbed her. 
The City Physician had 
meanwhile arrived, and also the Chief of 
Police, City Attorney, Clerk of the Police 
Court and" others. 
The doctor informed 
her th at the wound was almost surely m or­ 
tal, and urged the making of an ante- 
mortem statement, but she could not be 
persuaded that slie was dangerously hurt. 
To City A ttorney H art she said : “ I realize 
my condition, but I am not goiug to die if 
the doctor treats me right. I am conscious, 
and know what I am saying.” The doctor 
again endeavored to impress upon her the 
critical condition she was in, but she would 
not believe it. 
She stated, however, that 
Verheyen called/ at the house that m orn­ 
ing, and in course of conversation told her 
he was going to leave town and asked her to

She did so, and he left. 
In the afternoon, 
about 5 o'clock, he returned as she was 
cooking supper, and renewed their conver­ 
sation. 
He asked her to kiss him again, 
but she refused. H e endeavored to compel 
her, but she resisted. “ Then he picked up 
a knife from the table and tried to stab me 
near the heart. 
I grabbed the knife, and 
he pulled it through my closed hand, cut­ 
ting ruy fingers. Then he struck at me 
again and the knife cut me. 
W hen he cut 
me he said I made 
him 
miserable.” 
Though suffering great pain, she bore it he­ 
roically. The doctor put her under the in­ 
fluence of anesthetics, and had her car­ 
ried on a stretcher to the police station. 
There the case was carefully considered by 
Drs. Parkinson, Huntington and Briggs, 
and it was decided that the 


K N IF E HAD l'ENETKATKI) 1IF.R STOMACH, 
And that the only hope for her recovery 
lay in an operation. Accordingly an in­ 
cision was made sufficiently large to enable 
the surgeons to reach the wound in the 
stomach, and it was sewed up, the blood 
removed from the cavity, etc., the whole 
operation being very satisfactorily per­ 
formed. 
She rested easily during the 
night, but about G:30 in the m orning told 
officer Farren she wanted a drink of water, 
lie reminded her that the surgeons had 
ordered that she be prevented from drink­ 
ing.

DEATH ENSUED ABOUT 8:45. 
The Coroner was notified and removed the 
body to the morgue. 
From the tim e the 
first information of the cutting was re­ 
ceived, the police departm ent made vigor­ 
ous search for Verheyen in every direction. 
The place where he landed from the China­ 
m an's boat is almost if not quite an island 
at this time of the year, and it was be­ 
lieved if he did not succeed in getting a 
boat, lie would be unable to leave it. Ac­ 
cordingly officers were engaged all night in 
patroling it, keeping guard near the river 
especially, to see that he did not leave. 
Dispatches were sent in all directions to 
head him off in case he should manage to 
escape from the island. Officer Farrell went 
in a buggy almost to Woodland, and re­ 
turned about 4 p. M. yesterday, after a 
rough trip over muddy roads. The Chief 
and officer Sullivan went as far as Rose­ 
ville, 
and 
hunted 
many 
auspicious 
characters, getting home at 5:30 p. m. 
yesterday. 
About noon word was re­ 
ceived that a man answering 
liis de­ 
scription had been seen near Freeport, 
where lie appeared at 8 o'clock Saturday 
evening at the ranch of Mr. Coleman, and 
was given permission to stay ail night. He 
excused him self lor being tram ping about 
in that m anner by saying that

It was believed that this man might very 
possibly he the fugitive murderer, and offi­ 
cers went to get horses to follow up the 
clue. A few minutes later a young man 
arrived at the police office and stated that 
Mr. Pearson, proprietor of the ranch upon 
which Verheyen was last seen, had called 
across the river that be had struck the trail. 
Officer Frank Rider immediately went over 
to investigate, and was shown the tracks of 
a man leading from the water's edge, where 
he had left a boat, inland. They bad been 
seen by other searching parties, but had 
not been followed far enough. 
Ilider fol- ' 
lowed them eastward a short distance, 
when they turned and went out toward the 
water, and a few yards from the bank en­ 
tered a clum p of brush. 
Following, the 
officer quickly came to a little open place, 
where 
TH E ROPY OF A MAN 
W as found lying with his face upon the 
ground, which was trodden and broken up 
near the corpse, indicating that death had 
been accompanied by terrific suffering and 
struggles. Satisfying him self that the de­ 
ceased was Verheyen, the officer returned 
to town and notified the Coroner, who took 
charge of the remains. 
Later in the after­ 
noon post-mortem exam inations were made 
of the m urderer and his victim. In the 
case of the woman, it was found that the 
knife passed entirely throngh the stomach, 
making two openings. The upper one, 
which the doctors sewed up at the station- 
house, was well closed, and she would have 
had a pretty good chance of recovery, con­ 
sidering the circumstances, if it had been 
the only in ju ry ; but the lower cnt proved 
fatal. There were no m arks of violence on 
Verbeyen’s body, and the surgeons operat­ 
ing considered that lie died from, the ef- 
f. c s of 
A POSE OF STRYCHNINE. 
Self-administered. There were no weapons 
about his clothing, nor did he have any 
money, the only article of value being a 
cheap watch. H is pockets contained several 
letters, papers and cards. On one card was 
written “ Annie Verhaegen has told me to 
kill her. Good-by to my children. She 
is the cause of everything.” On the other 
side of the same card w as: “ N ini” [a pet 
name by which he was accustomed to call 
her], if you live, good-by, as I have told 
you.” A nother card, in his vest pocket, 
had scrawled upon it nervously. “ Chil­ 
dren, please forgive me. 
Louis Verheyen.” 
The Coroner will hold an inquest in both 
cases this evening. 


T H E BEG IN N IN G OF IT . 
Although most of the R e c o rd -U n io x 's 
readers in this city have heretofore read of 


this m an and woman and their pecnlfor re­ 
lations toward each other, because of the 
notoriety they got in Coprt and otherwise, 
it may not be out of place to refer to them 
briefly. A year ago, more or less, they met 
in San Jose, where Verheyen lived, worked 
hard and supported his wife and three 
children. Their first m eeting resulted in 
his becoming attracted to her, and in the 
course of time they became so m utually 
attached that he deserted his family and 
accompanied her to this city, where she 
occupied a domicile on L street and lived 
as a public woman, and he became so lost 
to decency as to fill the position of her 
” lover.” 
About the close of last August 
they had 
A TERRIBLE QUARREL 
One night, and he beat her so shockingly 
that it was feared she would not recover. 
H e was arrested, and a charge of assault 
to m urder entered against him . As soon, 
however, as she began to improve in con­ 
dition she announced that she would not 
prosecute him , and from that tim e on en­ 
deavored to devise means to get him out of 
Iheelutches of the law, not only refusing 
to testify against him , or to tell w ith what 
implem ent she was hurt, but to claim that 
it was all an accident, etc. It looked very 
much as though he was going to escape 
scot free, but he finally consented to plead 
guilty on a charge of battery, expecting an 
ordinary sentence. Judge H enry and all 
acquainted with the facts of the case, how­ 
ever, were so well satisfied that it would 
be an outrage to let him off easy, that the 
Judge on the 8th of September imposed a 
SENTENCE OF SIX MONTHS 
In the County Jail, w ithout the alternative 
of a tine. 
Before the prisoner had com­ 
pleted half of this term the woman was 
wot king for his release, and importuned 
people to use their influence to have him 
pardoned. 
Finally, wearied by her im ­ 
portunities, Judge Henry consented to let 
him pay a fine for the rem ainder of his 
term, and she paid $80 for him , securing 
his release. 
Before he had been out a 
week, notw ithstanding all she had done for 
him , he quarreled with her, and they nar­ 
rowly escaped arrest. He was ordered by 
the police to leave town or be arrested for 
vagrancy, and to avoid trouble he moved 
his headquarters to W ashington, frequent­ 
ly coming to the city at night. 
Two or 
three weeks ago they quarreled, and for 
about two weeks she has been living with 
Vanina, and 


BEHAVING QUIETLY AND RESPECTABLY. 
Saturday m orning Verheyen was noticed 
in the streets, and apparently had been 
drinking. The strychnine with which he 
ended his existence was probably procured 
after his visit to the woman in the m orn­ 
ing, and it is evident that he had his plans 
for her death and his own fully laid before 
the afternoon's visit. 
Probably he took 
the poison at the house shortly after in­ 
flicting the fatal wound upon her. The con­ 
tents of his notes, the fact of her not m ak­ 
ing an outcry and giving an alarm, and 
also her refusing to m ake a statem ent 
against him, has led some to believe that it 
was agreed between them that they would 
end their existence together, but other cir­ 
cumstances go to disprove this. 
However, 
it is generally conceded that he did a good 
job for the com m unity when he so effectu­ 
ally left it. 
H is victim ’s family reside in 
San Francisco. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


T h e S ta te S ch o o l T ex t-lto o fc s. 
E ds. R ecord-U n io n : My attention has 
been called to an article in the San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner of the 26th instant, which is 
so m anifestly unjust in its criticism of the 
proposed bill for the distribution of the 
State series of school tcxt-books that I 
think it requires som ething more than a 
passing notice. 
I know nothing of the po­ 
sition of Superintendent H oitt in regard to 
the distribution and publication of these 
books, but as a citizen interested in the 
success of the State series of text-books, 
and conversant with the provisions of the 
bill which is criticised, I desire to say that 
any person familiar with the existing law 
m ust realize that it is totally inoperative, 
and has been declared so by the Conven­ 
tion of Superintendents which met at San 
Jose in December last. The people of Cali- 
ifornia have decided almost unanim ously 
in favor of publishing a series of school 
books, and have made appropriations for 
the same. 
A part of the series is ready for 
distribution, and 
now 
the school-book 
rings desire to thw art the whole scheme by 
imposing impedim ents to any well-defined 
method of distributing these books to the 
various school districts. 
The bill intro­ 
duced by Senator H inshaw in the Senate, 
and by Assemblyman Brierlv in the House, 
is designed to cover the defect, and is care­ 
fully guarded against any jobs. It permits 
retail dealers to buy the books and re­ 
tail them 
at 
a profit represented by 
the difference between the postage and 
freight rates. 
It provides a revolving fund 
also, wherewith County Superintendents 
may purchase books to fill the orders of 
teachers, pupils. Clerks of Boards of Trus­ 
tees, 
and 
Principals of Slate 
Normal 
Schools. 
This fact itself is sufficient to 
show that dealers can in no way form any 
corner or ring, because those who do not 
desire to patronize the retail dealers, have 
their remedy in ordering 
through the 
County Superintendent, or direct from the 
State by m ail. The charge that the Super­ 
intendent of Public Instruction can rob 
the State of an enormous sum by shipping 
forty tons of books to San Francisco at $2 
per ton, and selling the same at a profit of 
$320 per ton is too ridiculous to be considered. 
The State Superintendent has nothing 
whatever to do with shipping the hooks. 
He receives no money fur freight or ex­ 
press. 
Only the cost of the books at Sacra­ 
mento comes into his hands, unless the 
books are ordered by mail, and when so 
so ordered he turns the postage over 
to the State Printer, who ships all books. 
He would have to pay for them first, under 
the bill, a sum equal to about $50,000, and 
then come in competition with all others, 
who m ight desire to order the books. 
No 
business man would he insane enough to 
attem pt such a scheme. 
It looks a little 
strange that at the present tim e the Exam­ 
iner so oil Id perm it itself to he hoodwinked 
into the interests ot book rings, and thus 
devote its influence to an effort to ruin the 
text-book scheme, when its success is so 
nearly accomplished. 
The charge is made a s i that the compila­ 
tion of certain books is intentionally de­ 
layed so that County Boards will be forced 
into another four-year contract with deal­ 
ers. The law does not require any such 
action on the part of any Board, aud if 
any such contracts should be made they 
would be null and void whenever the books 
in question were ready for distribution.

A S u c c essfu l F le i’tr t c Ito a d . 
The Kansas City Electric Street Railway 
Company has been encouraged by the re­ 
cent successful trials of the cars to attem pt 
regular runs of the cars, and will begin this 
week. The line of the road is'from the 
corner of Fifth street and Grand avenue, 
directly east of Lydia avenue. One train 
will be run at first, but the company ex­ 
pects to put on four trains as soon as possi­ 
ble. Each train will consist of the motor 
car aud a passenger car. The m otor will 
carry thirty-six [íasscngers, and the passen­ 
ger car about the same num ber. 
Each car 
will be in charge of a conductor and a 
" motorneer.” The speed will be about 
seven miles an hour. The cars can be 
stopped within a distance of six feet if ne­ 
cessary. B raktsw iilbe used on the wheel, 
and the motor itself can be made to act as 
a brake by reversing its motion. 
The company has sold the right to oper­ 
ate a line in San Diego. The road there 
will be the longest electric railway in the 
world, the total length being twenty miles. 
The electricity will be generated by water 
power instead of steam, which is used here. 
The company is also in correspondence 
with Los Angeles parties who want to es­ 
tablish an electric line there. 
T he electricity used by the Kansas City 
Company is generated at the engine house, 
on Fifth street, near Forest avenue. 
It is 
conveyed to the motor in the car by a wire 
running along the street directly over the 
road. 
It is supported by means of steel 
wires, connecting poles on the opposite sides 
of the street. From this overhead wire the 
electricity is carried to the m otor by a wire 
with an arrangem ent of wheels at the end 
in contact with the overhead wire that al­ 
lows it to run along the wire as the car runs 
along the road. The electricity passes from 
the short conductor to the fields and arm a­ 
ture of the motor, causing the arm ature to 
revolve in obedience to the principle of like 
poles of a magnet repelling and unlike poles 
attracting. The contact is made by means 
of copper brushes which, when touching 
the arm ature from one direction of a tan­ 
gent line, cause the arm ature to revolve 
from right to left: from the opposite direc­ 
tion from left to right. The direction of 
the brushes is changed by a sm all lever, 
which is also used to cat the connection 
and stop. 
A nother lever is used to tighten 
or loosen the friction band, which conveys 
the motion from the revolving arm ature 
to the wheel-shaft of the ear. 
W hen the 
band is the tightest the speed is the highest, 
and vice versa—Kansas City Journal.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A MYSTEJtY SOLVED. 


M itch ell M ott, W ho D isap p eared In A pril 
L ast, F o u n d D row ned. 
On the 24th of April last Mitchell Mott, 
who was stopping at ths State House 
Hotel, 
mysteriously 
disappeared, since 
which time no trace of his whereabouts 
could be obtained. He was 72 years of 
age, a quiet, inoffensive individual, and the 
owner of property in the vicinity of Frank­ 
lin valued at $20,000. He had no relatives 
in California, and those in the East could 
not conjecture anything as to his where­ 
abouts. Owing to his valuable property in­ 
terests. every means has been taken to dis­ 
cover what becam of him. Parties interested 
in the matter were going to-morrow, to 
Helvetia Cemetery, to disinter the remains 
of an unknown man who was buried before 
the disappearance of Mott wras noted. 
W hile in a lawyer’s office on Saturday, 
Chas. Iteed. a former clerk of the State 
House Hotel, heard them talking of an in­ 
quest held upon the remains of a man who 
was taken trom the river and buried at 
Courtland on the 10th of May last. The 
Justice of the Peace who held‘the inquest, 
reported that there was nothing on the 
body to identify it, except that in the pock­ 
ets were three keys, two valise and a room 
key with a numbered brass tag on it. The 
key was described and the Chief of Police 
went to the different hotels in this city, but 
•none of the proprietors could identify it. 
When Reed heard this statement, he said 
that if the deceased was Mott he knew 
what key it should be, lor he always occu­ 
pied the same room, and said: ‘‘it has a 
brass diamond shaped tag upon it. It 
originally was stamped 78, but that was 
stamped out and 15 stamped on the lower 
edge. ’ This information was transmitted 
to the Chief of Police, and found to tally 
wlth the description given him. The key 
was sent for and arrived yesterday, and 
proves to be that of room 15 of the State 
House, the one occupied by Mott at the 
time of his disappearance. His remains 
will be disinterred for identification, and as 
soon as Ids death is established his estate 
will be administered upon. He was a kind, 
agreeable old gentleman, and whether he 
suicided, was accidentally drowned, or was 
foully dealt with, will probably never be 
known. 
______

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Oil H e r M uscle. 
During the session of the Legislature a 
woman dressed in mourning and accom­ 
panied by a little girl some 4 years of age 
has been a daily visitor to the State Capitol. 
She passes most of her time in the Senate 
but frequently occupies a seat on the floor 
of the House. The little girl runs all 
around among the members, often occupy­ 
ing a seat beside the Speaker of the House 
and the President of the Senate. Saturday 
afternoon the woman seemed to be excited 
and her behavior was that of a person un­ 
der the influence of liquor. At last the 
Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms felt compelled 
to ask her to leave the floor, which she did. 
She returned a moment afterward and 
struck the Assistant Sergeant-a'-Arms a 
stinging blow in the face, for which she 
was summarily ejected, not, however, until 
by her screams, curses and imprecations 
she had created quite a sensation in the 
House. She returned in the evening and 
paraded up and down in the hallway op­ 
posite to the main entrance of the Assem­ 
bly, and was loud in her curses against 
State officials generally, and the Republi­ 
can party in particular. She vented her 
spleen upon every one who spoke to her, 
and used the most indecent language con­ 
cerning the female employes of the Assem­ 
bly and womankind generally. The Soci­ 
ety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil­ 
dren should take the child away from her. 
The little child would cling to her mother's 
skirts and piteously appealing to the excited 
woman would say, " Please mamma, don’t 
swear.” 
Her mother would reply, “ Shut 
up, or I will slap you in the face. This is 
rough on rats. I ll get even though. I'm 
a Democrat, and I’ll go to the bottom of 
the thing.” 
Her name is Duckiey, and she 
hails from the unsavory place called San 
Francisco.

p u rer and nobler life. T his could only be 
done by placing them in a p u re and in ­ 
tellectual atm osphere 
and chaste com ­ 
panionship. 
T w enty-five years ago the 
m erchant introduced his em ploye in to his 
hom e and to his friends, but in these days 
of business activity such a th in g w as im* 
possible, 
intelligent beings w ere so con­ 
stitu ted th a t they m ust have com pany, life 
in solitude w as^unbearable. If a young 
m an could n o t have th e com panionship 
afforded by good society, he w as alm ost 
sure to accept th e invitations w hich beset 
h im on every side and associate w ith those 
w hose influence, if not injurious at first, 
w ould slow ly and surely bury him in sin­ 
ful practice and ruin. 
M r. W atkins is on th e coast in the in ter­ 
est of th e railroad w ork, and hopes to start 
a railroad branch o f th e association.

have m ade large contributions, for th e rea­ 
son th a t they have found it one of their 
best investm ents, as it provides suitable 
places of resort for the m en w hile off* duty, 
and th u s b etter fits th em for th e positions 
th ey occupy.
